The tomato “syndicate” is treating the outside hold- 
ers with great kindness in making for them a higher 
market on which to dispose of their holdings. Just 
now the “syndicate” is playing the role of umbrella 
holder for the entire tomato canning industry.

An lowa newspaper says that state packed “nearly 
2,000,000,000 cans of corn last season.” It will be 
seen at a glance that this statement is ridiculous, 
since 2,000,000,000 cans equal somewhat more than 
83,000,000 cases, or approximately half a dozen times 
the production of the entire United States in 1905. 
lowa’s corn output was large enough without boosting 
it in this fashion. 


The uncollectible feature of Minnesota’s amended 
food law becomes effective March first. This new 
section releases the purchaser of impure food from 
the obligation of paying for it. The section provides: 
“No action shall be maintained for the purchase price 
or value of any goods the sale of which is prohibited 
by this chapter, or which are sold or intended to be 
sold. Any person is not liable for the price or value 
of food or board furnished in violation of any provi- 
sions hereof.” The retailer who buys adulterated 
products from a jobber cannot be made to pay for 
them, nor can the consumer who purchases impure 
food from a retailer.

There has just been issued from the Bureau of 
Chemistry of the Department of Agriculture, of which 
Dr. Harvey W. Wiley is chief, Circular No. 25, being 
a preliminary report made to the Association of Off- 
cial Agricultural Chemists on “Coloring Matters for 
Foodstuffs and Methods for Their Detection.” The 
report includes a classification of colors used in food 
products, also a classification of methods for detect- 
ing their presence. It is announced that the report 
is published in its present tentative form for the pur- 
pose of. crystallizing what work has been accomplished 
and presenting it for suggestion and criticism. A 
basis for future work of a more detailed nature is 
thus afforded. This circular contains chapters on the 
classification of colors, natural colors of vegetable and 
animal origin, the separation and identification of the 
coal tar colors, and tests for coal tar and vegetable 
colors.

Optimistic views of the business situation and out- 
look are held by expert observers. Dun’s weekly re- 
view of the general business situation states, for in- 
stance, that “There is undiminished confidence in an 
immense if not, indeed, record business, for six months 
at least, but there is a perceptible increase in the 
stress laid upon the need of conservatism in specu- 
lation.” Dun’s general business survey says: “Open 
weather is facilitating outdoor work. Building oper- 
ations are progressing at an unprecedented pace for 
the season. Official returns of foreign commerce also 
tell of a new record established last year. The total 
for December exports alone rise about $25,000,000 
beyond any other month in the nation’s history. More 
advances in wages are announced. Manufacturing 
plants make favorable reports.” Dun’s weekly report 
on trade in the Chicago district says: “The commer- 
cial position maintains exceptional strength. Manu- 
facturing moves forward steadily, with the outlook 
for the year most encouraging. Distributive branches 
of general merchandise report satisfactory conditions. 
Movement of commodities, as reflected by railroad re- 
turns, show no diminution.”

ae romato canners intend to pack to the limit of 
their capacity next season. Preparations are being 
made operating on a large, scale, and with a good 
crop there will be a very heavy output of the canned 
article. ‘There would have been a pretty good sized 
tomato pack last season, notwithstanding the reduced 
acreage, if the yield in| many important districts 


hadn't been disappointing. While the country will 
be ready when shipments of the 1906 pack commence 
to absorb millions of cases, for supplies in all hands 
will have been by then worn down to very small pro- 
portions, there is no doubt whatever that the coming 
tomato pack is going to be very heavy, unless last 
year’s crop conditions are repeated. Packers in vir- 
tually all states intend to put up as many goods as 
they possibly can. 

Future tomatoes are interesting to buyers and sales 
since the first quotations were put out have been large 
in the aggregate. Packers are not anxious to enter 
into contracts. They take a stronger view concerning 
values than they did a short time ago. According 
to our latest reports, Maryland packers are averse 
to contracting futures at any lower than 77™%c, fac- 
tory, and in the west the minimum price seems to be, 
though possibly there are a few exceptions, 80c, fac- 
tory. Tomato packers as a whole show comparative 
indifference concerning sales of the next pack. The 
acreage cost is above the figure at which growers ac- 
cepted contracts a year ago. The advance means a 
difference in the cost of packing and is a considera- 
tion which is being weighed by canners in all terri- 
tory affected. We hear of Indiana canners who are 
contracting for tomatoes on the basis of $7.00 per ton. 

The situation as regards the buying and selling of 
futures is somewhat unusual this year. A great many 
jobbers bought lightly of futures last year and suf- 
fered losses on account of the advancing market. 
They are likely to now regard futures in a much more 
favorable light. On the other hand, the packer who 
last year sold ahead and had to deliver tomatoes that 
had been sold at low prices at a time when the mar- 
ket was very much higher will be inclined to reverse 
his earlier policy. 

_ Concerning futures, Baltimore reports note active 
inquiry and a good volume of transactions. Buyers 
are taking more interest in the 1906 pack and the 
inquiries cover a wider range of territory. “Packers 


in this section,’ says a report received the first of 
the week, “as a rule are inclined to go slow about 
booking future business at 75c per dozen, for No. 3 
standards, and we find the offerings on that basis daily 
lessening. Buyers should be guarded in placing their 
contracts with packers only of responsibility. We 
quote No. 2 standards at 57'%c, gallon standards at 
$2.15.” Another» report from Baltimore says that 
“More interest is being taken in future tomatoes. Can 
buy No. 3 standard tomatoes, 1906 pack, at 77% 
to 80c a dozen.” 

The following statement is contained in a report 
received this week from Aberdeen, Md.: “The few 
future tomatoes offered at 75c have been quickly ab- 
sorbed, and while orders continue to come in at this 
figure, it is difficult to cover under 77%c. Packers 
report that raw stock cannot be obtained within 50 
per cent advance from 1905 figures, and in many 
cases it is useless to attempt to contract at any price. 
The spot tomato market has been active and advices 
say that everything in standard 3s under $1.15 per 
dozen, f. 0. b., has been absorbed. Regarding the 
buying movement, one report states that it further- 
more resulted in virtually cleaning up all holdings out 
of first hands, thus still further strengthening the po- 
sition of large interests.” 

Packers having a reputation for putting up fine 
peas have experienced no difficulty in entering up a 
big lot of future business, and concerns which suc- 
ceeded in putting up fine goods last season have 
found themselves especially favored by the jobbers, 
with the result that in some instances they have been 
offered more business than they could possibly take 
care of. Buyers have shown marked partiality for 
packers who are known to put up really fine quality 
season after season. Prices named by western pack- 
ers range on the various grades about on a parity with 
last season’s opening quotations. Eastern advices in- 
dicate that the initial buying of western future peas 
by the larger New York City jobbers is about over. 

The markets, when the new pack is ready, will be 
in shape to absorb an immense quantity of peas. Sup- 
plies in all hands down to the retailers will have been 
reduced to extremely small proportions. 

Tomatoes—

The syn- 
dicate hasn’t done any business as yet with Chicago 
jobbers on the basis of $1.25, delivered, though it 
will later, and not much later either, for while there 
are a few wholesalers in Chicago with, as is claimed, 
“fair sized stocks,” there are others who will shortly 
need tomatoes, and in the end they will have to go 
to the syndicate to buy them. Right now there is a 
very limited quantity which can be bought at $1.20, 
Chicago, but they are not a drop in the bucket. Spot 
gallons are worth now $3.50, delivered Chicago. A 
very fair amount of future business has been trans- 
acted here during the week reviewed. Western stand- 
ard future 3s opened at 75c, factory, then went to 
771% and finally to 80c. Jobbers liked the first price, 
which was not named by western packers generally, 
but at 8oc, f. o. b., many of them show hesitancy, 
though sales at this figure have been made this week 
and more will be done before the week is out. Ad- 
vices on the New York market state that buyers there 
are confirming orders slowly at the basis price fixed 
by the syndicate, $1.15 on No. 3 standard Maryland 
pack, f. o. b. Baltimore and Philadelphia. It is also 
stated that jobbers are somewhat more inclined to 
purchase tomatoes now than recently. Gallons are 


reported strong, with light offerings. New York 
also reports a firm market on future tomatoes. The 


3altimore market is covered in the letter of our cor- 
respondent in this issue. 
Corn— 

There’s nothing to report. The situation is vir- 
tually the same to-day as it has been for weeks past. 
Offerings at cheap prices, down to 47™%c per dozen, 
factory, for western spots, are not now so numerous, 
but standard at this figure is nevertheless obtainable. 
New York reports that corn continues quiet and easy, 
but that fancy stock is not plentiful and not being 
urged for sale. Reports from that market also state 
that the feeling of packers in general as regards spot 
corn is slightly improved. There are not now in the 
west quite so many packers with very cheap corn to 
sell. 

Peas— 

The market on spot peas is very firm still and job- 
bers continue to show good interest. Views of pack- 
ers are very firm. In quite a few instances they are 
above the ideas of distributors, especially when look- 
ing for good peas at low prices. Spot stocks, as we 
have previously said, are much reduced. A _ good 
business has been done on 1906 packing, and in at 
least a few cases packers in the west have already 
booked all the business they want. In the east, too, 
reports state that some of the packers have withdrawn 
offerings. 

Apples— 

Gallon apples are very firm, with offerings ex- 
tremely light. Western packed gallons are $3.00, Chi- 
cago. Some New York state canners are asking 
$3.25, Chicago. No. 3 apples range from 75 to 80c 
here. 

Fruits 

Canned fruits are without change and the market 
shows no special feature. Peaches are firm for all 
grades, both California and other packs. Michigan 
packers, we are advised, have very few peaches to 
offer. We heard of some gallon unpeeled yellow pies 
quoted at $2.40, and some gallon unpeeled white pies 
at $2.30; f. o. b. factory. Baltimore reports im- 


proved demand for seconds and pie peaches, stocks of 

which are small. There is a fair buying interest jn 

all small fruits.

Epiror CANNER: The tomato is still king of the market. 
Possibly, however, judging from the extreme fickleness 
shown by this article in the past, I ought to refer to it as of 
the other sex, and call it queen of the market. 


There are very few standards now lying around that can 
be bought at less than $1.15 per dozen. It is reported that the 
men composing the syndicate ‘are how naming figures and 
that their price for Baltimore shipment is $1.15, at which 
figure it is understood they will sell, but for a limited time 
only, as it is asserted the price will be advanced very shortly. 
The feeling is very bullish indeed. We have before us the 
six months of the year in which the heaviest consumption of 
tomatoes takes place. The country is in a prosperous condi- 
tion and the wage-earning part of the community have been 
having such good times that they do not have to figure so 
closely on a cent or two for a can of tomatoes, as they have 
done in tormer years when times have been bad and de- 
presscd. 

Jobbers are now being compelled to replenish their stock, 
and naturally have to pay market figures. Notwithstanding 
the fact that they are aware that there has been much manip- 
ulation during the past several months on tomatoes and that 
generally there is risk of manipulated markets breaking, 
they also know that the supply is undoubtedly short, hence 
they are not quite as timid about buying as they would be 
if last season’s pack had been up to the average. 

The tremendous consumption of corn has not yet made 
any appreciable difference in the market. It is still possible 
to buy standard Maine style at 47%c to Soc, f. o. b. country 
factories, and standard shoepeg at the same figures. In view 
of the high price of tomatoes and the very low price of 
corn, the demand for corn is bound to increase, and one of 
these fine days before very long the trade will be waking up 
to the fact that the cheap lots of corn are being cleaned up. 
Jobbers are making a good profit on corn, and consequently 
are pushing it for all it is worth. All these things com- 
bined are increasing the general sales, and the quantity that 
will be used during the coming six months will probably 
be 100% above the normal, Corn is very cheap at to-day’s 
figures and jobbers would do well to anticipate their legiti- 
mate wants and lay in a good supply. 


There is an increase in the demand for peaches, and No. 3 
second yellows are scarce to-day even at $1.25. In a week or 
two this line will be practically cleaned up if orders continue 
to come in at the present rate. No. 3 pie peaches are firmer, 
as are also No. 3 standards. There are no No. 2 and No. 3 
second whites left in this market, and not many No. 2 
standard whites, and only a very limited supply of yellow 
2s, both seconds and standards. The scarcity of peaches is 
having the effect of increasing the demand for pears, which 
up to the last week had been very quiet. There is a much 
better inquiry now for No. 3 pears in syrup at from 72%c 
@75c, and the better grade of goods in heavier syrup at from 


8o0@8&sc. Pears will be needed to take the place of peaches 
before the new crop of fruit comes along. 

Speaking of the new crop of fruit, 1 now again repeat 
what I said last week that on account of the very mild 
weather the fruit growers are very anxious about the coming 
crop. We have had an unusually mild spell during the last 
seven days. The weather has been more like spring than 
January. If this sert of weather keeps up we shall have 
the fruit buds swelling and a moderate frost the latter end 
of February or early in March would certainly do serious 
damage to all fruits in this section. 

There is one line of goods that has been somewhat neg- 
lected during the last month, but which is now in much better 
demand. This line is sweet potatoes. They can be bought 
at 72%4c f. o. b. Baltimore for No. 3 standards, and at this 
figure are . > There is no line of vegetables put into 
cans that has more intrinsic worth than sweet potatoes, 
and the consumption of these goods is increasing rapidly 
each year. Last season, however, the pack was above the 
average, and in consequence of packers on the Peninsula hay- 
ing put up more than they usually do, we had a few weeks 
of depression, as these packers were ‘desirous of | unloading. 
This put the market to 7oc, and in.some cases 67%c. Nearly 
all of these Peninsula goods, however, have now been cleaned 
up and the stocks now unsold are held by Baltimore people 
whose goods cost them 7oc to 72Y4c to pack. A 75c to 8c 
market is likely to be seen in the near future. 

There is a good demand for small fruits, baked beans, 
string beans, sauer kraut, pineapple, and of course peas. It 
looks as though Baltimore packers will go into the next 
pea season with not a case of old goods left on hand. 

Orders for future tomatoes at 75c are very plentiful, and 
seliers at these prices are scarce. A good many can be 
bought at 77%c, but packers generally seem very reluctant 
to book much business at 75c. The uncertainty about the 
contracting of raw tomatoes as far as the price is concerned 
and the risk of the crop is having the effect of making many 
country packers very reluctant to book any future business. 

Every one is now talking about the convention to be 
opened at Atlantic City on February 12. This convention 
promises to be the largest that has ever taken place. Of 
course, nearly all packers in this section will attend, and 
large contingents are expected from the West and New York 
state. It is to be hoped that this convention will accomplish 
something. The trouble with conventions is that many 
things are talked about and planned for the betterment of 
he business at the time the convention meets, committees 
are appointed, and a great deal of enthusiasm is displayed, 
but after a while, on account of individual businesses, the 
members of these committees allow their ardor to cool off 
and nothing is really accomplished. There are many evils in 
the business that can only be remedied by vigorous action 
on the part of a general association of packers. The pure 
food law, for instance, is one that packers are vitally in- 
terested in, and vigorous action should be taken at this com- 
ing convention to see that packers of canned goods have their 
interests properly taken care of in any legislation that may 
be enacted. That a pure food law will be passed is 
almost a foregone conclusion. A bad law passed by Congress

Eprror CANNER: “From afar,” like the echoes of a lost 
hope, I hear of “this, that and the other’ in regard to the 
price to be m ide on the Maine corn pack of 1906. Traced 
to their various sources, most of the rumors are founded 
more upon inquiries made as “feelers” the an upon legitimate 
inquiries. While for several seasons past a “price” has been 
made, the query was frequently asked which would be better 
expressed in the words so familiar to many of us. 

‘ “Since we were so soon done for, 

What were we begun for?’ { ; 

However, it may be just as well to have a starting point, 
but, if done, I hope that the price will be made to apply to 
the state where the goods are put up, rather than to an imi- 
tation. It used to be said that “he who steals my purse 
steals trash” (the writer was thinking of the broker then) 
“but he who takes away my good name takes that which 
enriches him not, and leaves me poor indeed.” The word 
“Maine” prefixed to some choice adjectives and fancy labels 
is made to be a “mantle to cover a multitude of sins.” 

As a matter of fact there has been no agreement made as 
to what the established price may be to the outside world, 
and I was told by a packer of prominence that there might 
not be until March. Still I will venture to say that if a 
large buyer should fairly insist upon purchasing he would 
not be refused. Several packers have been away, looking 
over the conditions, but, while I have not seen them, I feel 
confident that they have not disposed of much, if any. The 
question as to whether the consumer will eat up, if not 
digest, the over-pack of corn is the factor. Conditions as to 
spot goods remain about as I reported last week. Little 
has been sold, and prices are from 55c up to 95c. There is 
so much variation in the quality that there must be an un- 
usual variation in price. There is some as good fancy corn 
in Maine to-day as was ever packed, but it will not be thrown 
away. There will be a call for it later. 

The call for gallon apples has ceased for a time. Prices 
are high and it is difficult to move them while the ther- 
mometer flirts around the zero mark. 

Gallons are held at $3.25 to $3.50. Of 3s there are none. 
I think there may not be over three or four carloads alto- 
gether. 

The best blueberries No. 2 size can be bought at 95c, Port- 
land. It seems very strange to the writer that the whole 
block is not bought at once, for they will surely be higher. 
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Maine No. 3 squash of fancy quality can be bought at goc, 
and it is fancy. The Maine pack of this article has been much 
reduced of late years, for first-class goods could not be 
packed at prices named elsewhere. 

Of spot clams there are very few, if any. Prices for fu- 
ture packing cannot be lower in the years to — for year 
after year they get scarcer. NDEx.

Eprror CANNER: The total Pacific coast salmon pack for 
the year 1905 exceeds that of 1904 by over 1,300,000 cases. 
The figures illustrating this fact are somewhat of a surprise 
to many, who had figured that the Alaska pack would be so 
far below that of last year that it would bring the Pacific 
coast total down to a lower figure than that of 1904. This, 
however, was not the case. The Alaska pack was larger 
than expected and the unusual pack on Puget Sound and the 
Fraser river, owing to the fourth year run of sockeyes, 
swelled the aggregate considerably. 

The first figures giving the entire totals which have been 
compiled to date, are those given in the annual edition of 
the Pacific Fisherman, advance copies of which have already 
come off the press. This paper, which demonstrated its 
right to pose as authority by coming with a few cases of 
the government report on the salmon industry last year, 
which was issued three months after the annual number of 
the paper, states that the entire salmon pack for the Pacific 
coast for 1905 was 4,067,816 cases. The pack of the various 
districts which comprise this total was as follows: 

Puget Sound, 1,061,835 cases; Alaska, 1,885,316 cases; 
British Columbia, 1,167,480; outside rivers, 141,850; Sacra- 
mento river, 1,314, and the Columbia river, 410,041. The 
cases here estimated contain 4 dozen I Jb. cans of salmon to 
the case. 

The pack of salmon by grades is especially interesting to 
the trade, as the prices range accordingly, and the real value 
of the pack can only be estimated in this way. Out of the 
entire pack there- were 360,023 cases of Chinook or spring 
salmon; 2,241,162 cases of sockeye salmon (Puget Sound and 
Fraser river); 1,334,878 cases of reds, 300,349 of medium 
reds and cohoes, and 804,509 cases of pinks. 

The market conditions on canned salmon have changed 
little during the past several weeks as there is little buying 
being done at this time of the year, the packers and brokers 
resting on their laurels and letting the consumers do the 
work. In reviewing the market conditions for the selling 
season of last fall, Mr. Phil F. Kelley of the Kelley-Clark Co., 
Seattle salmon brokers, says: 

“The experience of the past year has shown two widely 
divergent paths in which the salmon trade has flowed dur- 
ing the past season, the sockeye trade gi ving most profit to 
the packers and the red Alaska trade giving the most profit 
to the consumers. 

“The changes in red Alaska have been kaleidoscopic, but 
it must be admitted that they all tend to an improved con- 
dition. The lost consumption of red Alaska which has been 
so elusive the past three years has been restored. The pall 
of heavy stocks that has hovered so ominously over the 
market has disappeared. We feel that this year will have 
ended the chapter of mistakes that have been surrounding 
this product for the last three years, and we venture to 
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hope that a brighter era has opened for the packer of red 
Alaska salmon.” SOCKEYE.

Epitork CANNER: Our cable advices from Singapore re- 
port shipments of pineapple to the U. S. from Canada for the 
first half of January, as 2,250 cases. There have been neo 
arrivals here since our last report and the market is very 
firm both here and abroad. ‘There has been a very material 
advance in exchange at Singapore, having the effect of 
strengthening the prices there. We, therefore, look for no 
lower figures and possibly an advanced’ rate in the near fu- 
ture. Pineapple of all varieties is now in light supply, there 
being no surplus of Singapore, Bahama or Porto Rico fruit, 
and, with the exception of Singapore pines, there will be 
no more available until July.

Epitor CANNER: 3usiness in canned goods has been 
limited to actual requirements most of the time during the 
past week. Business has been done largely for immediate 
consumption and not for future distribution, with the ex- 
ception of salmon, a considerable quantity of which has 
been sold to jobbers during the week. There is more inquiry 
in all departments, however, which dealers think will crystal- 
lize into liberal transactions in the near future. 

The syndicate offers tomatoes in unlimited quantities at 
$1.15, f. o. b. factory, for standard Maryland 3s and $1.20 
for standard New Jersey 3s, with 5%-inch tins held at $1.25. 
This basis is 5¢ lower than was expected, but notwithstand- 
ing jobbers are reported to be buying slowly on the new basis. 
Outside offerings are quoted 5c lower. The offering of un- 
limited supplies by the syndicate is taken to mean that prices 
will not advance for a time, at least, and this has some in- 
fluence, probably, in deterring jobbers from confirming or- 
ders as freely as might be expected under the new condi- 
tions. The market is strong on gallons. Nothing was said 
in the syndicate’s telegram about gallons or 2s, but it is 
expected that some offerings will be made. Spot 2s are 
held at 85c. 

Corn seems to be in a little better position and southern 
Maine style has sold as high as 47%c f. o. factory. The 
market on other grades is also better, though there has 
been little actual increase in transactions. The market for 
state goods is unchanged. Maine fancy is a shade better. 
Nothing has been done in futures and sales have been neces- 
sarily light in other grades. That the feeling is better is 
taken as indicating that the spring trade in canned goods 
will see improvement in corn also. Spot prices are: New 
York state, 57'4@7 Southern Maine style, sas@sse: 
western, 45(@60c; standard, 7o@8oc; Maine tancy, 
85@90c. 

Activity in future peas since the opening prices announced 
last week has continued almost unabated. It is understood 
that some packers are sold up to their prospective output and 
are not accepting further orders. The reason of the activity 
is reported to be the low spot stocks and the favorable prices

Standards haven’t attracted so much attention, 
On spot peas sellers are firm with an upward tend in 
prices noted. Sales aggregating 2,000 cases of standards and 
early Junes were reported at 75@77'c f. o. b. factory. Sifted 
early Junes advanced a shade. and bids of 90c on 1,000 cases 
were refused. Some extra sifted early Junes were held 
for prompt shipment at 95c f. 0. b. factory. There is a call 
for 2-pound seconds and 70c appears to be the inside. Spot 
prices are: Petit pois, $1.65@1.75; extra sifted ear] > Jana 
$1.25@1.30; sifted early Junes, $1.00@I.15; stz andar 1 early

Even though jobbers bought heavily of salmon di tring the 
fall months they are now reported as practically out and must 
begin buying again shortly. In fact, it is understood that 
large buying has been going on during the week and that 
important jobbers have taken about all the red Alaska that 
one large interest had. It is said that one sale approximated 
15,000 cases. ‘The market is reported in exceptionally fine 
shape and the question of future supplies is already agitating 
the dealers in nearly all sections of the amie

Epiror CANNER: In dried fruits interest has centered in 
raisins, but aside from the cut in prices made by local seed- 
ers and the reported probable cut to be made by coast in- 
terests, but which has not materialized as yet, there has been 
comparatively little actually done. Local seeders cut prices 
Ye on choice and fancy seeded grades. It is difficult to get 
anything definite concerning the market and as this is writ- 
ten it is quite as unsettled as it has been at all. Dealers 
scarcely know whether to buy or not and there is a feeling 
of unrest throughout the entire trade. When the price 
named by local seeders is compared with the coast prices, to 
which 1c must be added for freight, it will be seen that 
there is a lower price than has prev vailed for sometime held 
roa It is a difficult matter to say anything about be- 
cause comparatively few know just what is going to occur 
in the future and those few will not say. 

Spot prunes are in good jobbing demand and firm. Hold- 
ers quote 4%c inside on 90-Ioos and report stocks light. 
Sizes 40-50s and 50-60s in 25-pound boxes are strong at quo- 
tations. One report from the coast states that not 100 
cars are left in California. Oregon stocks are light. Spot

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Missouri Canners’ Association Holds Annual Con- 
vention. 


The annual convention of the Missouri State Can- 
ners’ Association opened at Kansas City Tuesday, Jan- 
uary 23, with a larger attendance of packers than 
were present at the initial meeting of the annual 
gathering at Springfield in March, 1905. In this 
respect there was great improvement, although the 
number present would have been still larger but for 
the bad railroading weather which prevailed in the 
early part of the week. 

Interesting discussions took place, among them 
being the question of the advisability of selling fu- 
tures. This important matter was entered into very 
freely by the members present, the consensus of opin- 
ion being that,futures should be sold only when the 
price shows a positive profit to the packer, and even 
then sales should never be made excepting on a con- 
servative basis. The dangers attendant upon too 
heavy sales of futures were recognized by every 
speaker. 

The matters of growers’ contracts, soils, fertilizers, 
etc., were also very freely discussed, many of the 
canners giving their experiences along these lines. Mr. 
Silver, of Lexington, Mo., stated that the soil around 
Springfield and other southern points in the state is 
almost identical with that of Harford County, Md., 
the greatest tomato growing section in the country. 

An interesting discussion of. the effect of freezing 
on canned goods was held: Opinions of the packers 
varied on some points, but it was generally believed 
that while freezing spoils tomatoes by making them 
watery, thereby lowering their market value, the ef- 
fect on corn is to improve it. The entire afternoon 
of Tuesday was taken up with the matters above re- 
ferred to, and at the conclusion of the discussions 
the meeting adjourned till 9:30 o’clock Wednesday, 
the 24th. 

Second Session. 


The question of a proper coating of tin on fruit 
and vegetable cans was one of the important matters 
discussed at the second session of the convention, 
Wednesday morning. This resulted in the adoption 
of a resolution calling for a 2%-pound coating on 
tinplates for use in the manufacture of fruit and vege- 
table containers, and it was further voted to have the 
resolution brought before the annual national con- 
vention at Atlantic City next month, with the idea of 
having the larger associations of canners take similar 
action. 

The packers also adopted a resolution requiring 
the members of the Missouri association to furnish 
THE CANNER reports on their packs, the same to be 
used by it in its annual compilation of canned goods 
statistics. This was fully discussed before a full meet- 
ing and. adopted by unanimous vote. 

The convention was a complete success, and all in 
attendance were well pleased with the work accom- 


plished. It was decided to meet in Kansas City again 
next year. The election of officers resulted as fol- 
lows: 


President, R. B. Gillette, Marionville; vice-presi- 
dent, F. Knickerbocker, Savannah; secretary-treas- 
urer, F. C. Bentley, Springfield. 

There was no lack of entertainment for the assem- 
bled canners. The American Can Co. had them as its

Stories, with an accompaniment of good 
music, kept everybody busy until a late hour.

By co-operation and interchange of ideas the as- 
sociation seeks to promote and extend the canning in- 
dustry in that section of the country. The organiza- 
tion will make an effort to secure equalized freight 
rates with New Orleans, which has long been con- 
tended for by Biloxi manufacturers.

Dawson lalks on California Canned Goods Situation. 


manager of the Chicago office of the

Califor ruit Canners’ Association, is back at his 
desk in Bonheur Building, 42 River Street, having 
returned to the city Monday from his annual visit to 
the coast Dawson is of the opinion that condi- 
tions o1 coast were never more satisfactory from 
the packers’ standpoint. In an interview Wednesday 
with a representative of THE CANNER he said: 


“Stocks of California canned and cured fruits were 
never so closely cleaned up by the end of January as 
now, and the trade is receiving orders every day for 
goods needed in filling jobbers’ broken stocks, which 
indicates that the whole line of California canned 
soods has moved out of first hands much more freely 
than heretofore. Conditions existing at this time last 
vear have been reversed. A year ago jobbers gener- 
ally carried heavy stocks into the new year, while they 
are entering 1906 with comparatively light supplies, 
all of which indicates that there will be a good de- 
mand when prices on the 1906 pack are made. 

“Apricots, cherries and plums are practically 
cleaned up on the coast. A few peaches are carried 


over, but this line also is pretty generally broken. The 
pack of pears was extremely light and stocks now 


are small, although the necessarily high prices caused 
pears to be somewhat neglected. Crop prospects are 
very favorable and there is nothing to indicate other 
than a normal production of all descriptions of Cali- 
fornia canned fruits in the coming 

‘The Fruit Canners’ Association, which, as the 
trade knows, commenced last vear to handle dried 
fruits, has experienced very satisfactory results and 
will continue to handle these goods, though on a more 
extensive scale than before. The association has es- 
tablished packing houses for cured fruits in some of 
the most favored fruit growing sections, and these 
will be devoted exclusively to this branch of our busi- 
ness. Along with the association’s canned and cured 
fruit business other Pacific Coast products will be in- 
cluded. This expansion will bring the Fruit Canners” 
\ssociation more frequently in communication with 
the jobbing trade of the country. We expect by ex- 
tending our lines to have more offerings to make the 
wholesalers and by being more constantly before the 
trade we believe that our position will be further 
strengthened. In the past, or until we took up dried 
fruits, we were in close touch with distributers only 
on canned fruits.” 

Speaking of the outlook for the 1906 pack of Cali- 
fornia asparagus, Mr. Dawson stated that “there will 
be no marked increase in asparagus production over 
1904 and 1905, and such increase as may be made will 
be more than offset by the large consumptive demand, 
which is well known to be in excess of the capacity of 
the canneries, with the present acreage. The history 
of asparagus has been that orders every year have to 
be pro rated, and this is certain to continue, at least 
until the new acreage under cultivation comes into 
bearing. A considerable acre: uge is being got ready 
and this will be sufficient to overcome the deficiency 
between supply and demand, until, of course, consump- 
tion again overtakes production, on which there is a 
limit, as good asparagus land is not to be found every- 


season.

California Canners not to Drop Old Brokers, 


THE CANNER is unable to obtain confirmation ip 
Chicago of the story published in New York a day or 
two since, to the effect that the handling of accounts 
of California fruit canners through brokers has be- 
come unsatisfactory to the principals and that many 
of the larger concerns are considering the advisability 
of selling through their own personal agents. 

In this connection E. L. Dawson, man: auger 
Chicago office of the California Fruit Canners’ Assgo- 
ciation, said to a representative of THE CANNER on 
Wednesday: “The association is not now and never 
has contemplated changing from the old plan of sell- 
ing through its regular brokers. The association js 
well satished with its present method of selling its 
products.” 

E. P. Sills, of the J. K. Armsby Co., representing 
the Central California canneries in the East, stated 
that he had heard nothing of such a change as that 
reported being contemplated. 

Walter A. Frost, of Walter A. Frost & Co., who 
represent the Golden Gate and the Los Gatos canner- 
ies, said he had no knowledge whatever of a movement 
on the part of any of the California fruit canners to 
have direct personal representatives supercede the 
brokers now handling their accounts.

Discussion of Pure Food. 


At the thirty-first California State Fruit Growers’ 
convention, held recently, the president in his annual 
address discussed pure food as follows: 

“T have discussed on this subject for many years, 
having done so from the reports of the Board of 
Health in San Francisco in their investigations of the 
jams and jellies in the market. Many of these were 
largely adulterated and quite a number were substitu- 
tions not containing any of the fruit which they pur- 
ported to be. These spurious articles are put on the 
market at prices far below what the real fruit could

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be offered for. Hundreds of tons of oranges go to 
waste every year, also lemons, and the berry indus- 
try is often depressed for want of a market. A by- 
product by reason of a fraudulent competition de- 
barred, the growers allow their surplus to go to waste 
rather than give their time and labor without profit. 
The question of a pure label law has been before the 
Legislature many times. Many people have their at- 
tention diverted from the real purpose of such legis- 
lation and are made to believe that it is an attempt to 
control what they shall eat and drink, while no such 
intention was ever inaugurated in any bill proposed. 
It is simply a claim that every article intended for 
human consumption should be truthfully represented 
on the label. It is for the consumer to decide whether 
or not he or she shall risk taking what is designated. 
\t the last session of the Legislature, a most excel- 
lent bill was presented. It passed the Assembly and 
was defeated in the Senate. I was before the com- 
mittee and presented the importance of its passage. 
A gentleman present, in opposition to the bill, stated 
that it would close every drug store in Sacramento if 
passed. This statement, it appeared to me, was a verv 
powerful reason why it should pass. A compromise 
was offered to have the law take effect on and after 
July Ist, so as to give the druggists four months to 
get rid of their unlawfully labeled stuffs. A further 
plea was then made that by giving the formulas of 
the patent medicines on the labels, many of which 
were valuable, others than the inventor could put them 
on the market, and prevent the inventor or owner 
from receiving a profit that rightly belonged to him. 
To overcome this objection, it was offered to put in 
the “English clause,” which would protect the inven- 
tor. Every effort, however, was made to defeat the 
bill. It is to be hoped that at the next Legislature the 
bill will pass. It is the duty of every fruit grower 
to urge that every candidate be pledged to give his 
influence to the passage of an act that will compel a 
truthful label. 

“Some time ago a report came from Philadelphia 
that sixty-three samples of ice cream were examined 
and nearly all of them were adulterated, even those 
from the most respectable places were adulterated. A 
similar examination was made by the Board of Health 
of San Francisco and the same condition was found. 
In the investigations of claret wines many of them 
were found to be adulterated, and some were substi- 
tutions, without any juice whatever of the grape. In 
137 samples of meats purchased at various meat shops, 
from restaurants and other places, only twenty-two 


were pure; all the others had been tampered with 
The places where these adulterated products were 
purchased were published and the people warned 
against the continuance of such practices. It was 
found by the former Boards of Health that the fine 
of $30 imposed for each offense did not prevent the 
continuance of the selling of adulterated goods. The 
dealers took their chances of not having their goods 
examined oftener, perhaps, than once a month. The 
profit made on selling adulterated goods was many 
times the fine. This has been proved the case jp 
nearly every city. In Germany, where they have the 
most perfect law and the most effective one, they pun- 
ish by imprisonment, .and on repeated offense, the 
manufacturer loses his rights as a citizen and cannot 
ever again manufacture food products in the empire. 
Our daily papers teem with deaths caused by the 
foods consumed. Whole families are poisoned. The 
mortality due to kidney troubles, Bright’s disease. 
heart failure, appendicitis, etc., is common informa- 
tion, so that we look about us to see who is exempt, 
Still fresh in our minds is the great effort made by 
our worthy President in effecting peace between Rus- 
sia and Japan, in stopping the destruction of life and 
property. Every intelligent nation has extended its 
commendation, its gratitude, for his efforts. There is 
greater suffering and greater destruction of human 
life by poisoned food products than by war. A great 
effort has been made in the National Congress, during 
the past fifteen years, to pass an Interstate Pure Food 
Law, but influences, backed by an enormous monied 
power, have defeated the effort. There are three pow- 
erful interests to be met—the “whisky ring,” the Chi- 
cago adulterators and the New York Importers’ As- 
sociation. This law will be introduced in the next 
Congress. It remains to be seen whether our Presi- 
dent, with his exalted ideas of humanity, will exert his 
influence to secure the passage.” 





Canners Favor Import Duty on Bananas.

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Food Investigations in Indiana. 


The monthly bulletin of the Indiana State Board of 
Health indicates that Chemist H. E. Barnard of the 
Food and Drug Laboratory is giving more attention 
to the purity of food products than formerly. We 
learn from the bulletin that during the months of 
September and October Indiana deputy food inspec- 
tors collected over 4,000 samples of foods and drugs 
from the stocks of dealers in all the larger cities of 
the state, and reports of analyses of many of the 
samples have been published. a 

Of the 1,237 samples of food products examined 
the Food and Drug Laboratory found 558 pure and 
of standard quality and 679 adulterated or below the 
legal standard, a percentage of adulteration equal to 
54.9. In this connection the report of Chemist Barn- 
ard states: “It must be remembered, however, that 
in collecting samples for analysis care was taken to 
purchase articles of a suspicious character, therefore 
the extent of adulteration of all classes of food and 
drug products is represented by a much smaller per- 
centage.” 

The published results of analyses indicate that 
canned goods were not investigated, hence it is pre- 
sumed they were not regarded as “articles of a sus- 
picious character.” 

The Indiana Food and Drug Laboratory announces 
that results of its analyses will be published whenever 
possible, together with the name of the manufac- 
turer of the article, the brand, the name of the re- 
tailer and where collected. 





New Canned Goods Law Proposed. 


“An effort will be made during the session of the 
legislature to have a bill passed,’ says the Baltimore 
Herald, “requiring that each can of fruit, vegetable or 
other product put on the market for sale be stamped 
with the number of ounces of solid contents and the 
grade of such contents. 

“The necessity for such a law was insisted upon 
by a prominent canned goods broker of this city yes- 
terday, who declared that the deception practiced up- 
on the users of canned products by some unscrupu- 
lous packers and dealers amounts to little less than 
highway robbery. Hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
he said, are paid as tribute to the promoters of this 
vicious system of deception. The market is flooded 
this season with this class of canned tomatoes as a 
result of the universally short crop last year, and the 
general trend of prices is to mount to the high-water 


mark prevailing during the present. season. 

“As illustrating the abuse of public confidence py 
some packers, the broker took two sample cans from 
a case and placed them on a counter. Both cans were 
under handsomely lithographed labels and from oyt. 
ward appearances and weight left the prospective pur- 
chaser at the grocer’s, where canned goods are placed 
in the hands of the consumer, absolutely no choice. 
The two cans were then opened and the inner decep- 
tion revealed. ‘The one with the handsomer label con- 
tained, by actual measurement, five tablespoonfuls of 
solid tomatoes, or meat. The balance, about foyr- 
fifths of the can, was filled with discolored water or 
tomato soup. Can No. 2 contained just enough water 
to preserve the tomatoes, the balance being solid, 
wholesome meat or tomato.” 


Tale of the Tomato ‘‘Syndicate.”’ 


Referring to the so-called tomato syndicate, the 
saltimore Sun of Dec. 22 printed the following: 

“Representatives of this syndicate recently called 
upon a local banker and pointed out to him the pos- 
sibilities of money-making in accumulating canned 
tomatoes and holding them for a short time, until the 
demand became more urgent. It was pointed out 
that the total pack of this season was only about 
5,000, cases of two dozen cans each, whereas the usual 
pack was at least double this amount, with an annual 
consumption of between 8,000,000 and 9,000,000 
cases. The quantity carried over from last season 
was estimated at between 1,000,000 and _ 1,200,000 
cases, so that even allowing for some increase in the 
estimated pack and in the ‘carry-over,’ it is generally 
thought in the trade that the total available supply 
will not exceed 7,000,000 cases. Much of this, it is 
said, has already found its way into the hands of the 
retailers and consumers, so that the estimate could 
be considerably lessened with safety. 

“These facts were pointed out to the banker, who 
was told that if the stock in sight could be acquired 
in few hands and admitting the output did not exceed 
5,000,000 cases, there was a possibility of raising the 
price at least 25 cents a case. This would not mean 
more than an increase of I or 2 cents a can to the con- 
sumer, but would yield an enormous profit to the 
combination.
